He was em- 
ployed at E. Frank Lewis’ wool scour- 
ing mill. The funeral took place Tues- 
day morning from St. Mary’s. 


NOT MUCH DISEASE, 


The city is unusually free from con- 
tageous disease this spring. There was 
not a single case of typhoid fever re- 
ported during the month of March and 
at present there are only two cases of 
contagious disesae in the city, one case 
of diphtheria and’ one of scarlet fever. 
Last year during March there was con- 
siderable disease, including nine ty- 
phoid fever cases. 

The absence of typhoid this year may 
be due to the fact that a deeper layer 
of sand@ has been used as an experl- 
ment on the filter beds. The water has 
been better filtered and is probably 
more free from germs. 

In this connection it may be well to 
call attention to the success with which 
the Board of Health has handled the 
small pox cases. In most cities where 
the disease has appeared an epidemic 
has followed, but in Lawrence the dis- 
ease has been confined to the few per- 
sons in the Belanger family. This good 
result was obtained only in consequence 
of prompt. and efficient work on the 
part of the health officials.

F. Russell ‘Dead. 


Sunday morning at 3 o’clock, Frank 
Russell, one of the best known and 
most highly respected residents of Me- 
thuen, and a former well known photro- 
grapher in this city passed away at 
his home on Morrison’ street, Methuen, 
aged 61 years, two months and two 
days. Death resulted from dropsy and 
came aftér a lingering illness that had 
extended over a period of more than a 
year. Mr. Russell was afflicted with 
dropsy about a year ago and since last 
July ‘had been confined to his bed. in 
spite of the fact that he had the best 
of medical atten*ance he suffered much 
pain from the disease; but he bore his 
sufferings with a patience and forti- 
ture that was remarkable, For the last 
three weeks he had been extremely low, 
his death being expected momentarily, 
but his strong constitution kept him 
alive until Sunday, when his sufferings 
were ended by his death, 

Mr. Russell was a native*of Haverhill, 
where he was born Jan. 28, 1840. Most 
of his boyhood was spent in that city 
and in Weymouth, where he resided 
a ‘short time. He early in life took a 
liking to photography and first became 
acquainted witrh the art at the studio 
of Daniel Walton in Haverhill. He sub- 
sequently came to Lawrence and con- 
nected’ himself with the gallery of Al- 
fred Hall, who later became a prom- 
inent artist in Chicago. Later Mr, Rus- 
sell was engaged inthe work in Lowell 
and in Quebec, where he spent two 
years taking views of the St. Laurence 
river. In 1864 he returned to Lawrence, 
where he established himself in’ the 
photographer’s busines® soon _becom- 
inging one of the leading photographers 
in the city. He first had his sutdio at 
833 Essex street, but when thé Gleason 
building was constructed’ he moved nito 
it and remained there until the struc- 
ture was destroyed by fire in 1897, Since 
that time he has devoted himself to 
home photography and has been very 
successful. Mr. Rusgell built his home 
in Methuen in 1878, and has since resid- 
ed in that town, becoming one of its 
most influential citizens. He was a 
man of sterling qualities and of marked 
characteristics and as a citizen and 
true friend will be deeply mourned by 
the townspeople. He ‘had been a mem- 
ber of John Hancock lodge, F. A, and 
A. M., for a number of years and was 
a past master Mason. Besides a wife, 
he leaves one eon, Arthur Leon Russell, 
and one brother, J. W. Russell of Chal- 
field, Minn. The funeral was he'd 
from his late home at 2 o'clock, Tues- 
day afternoon, Rev Nathan Bailey of- 
ficiating.

The lL. L. & H. ‘Railway. 


The question of revoking the Main 
street location of the L. L. & H. street 
railway is to come before the select- 
men tomorrow afternoon, At that

Some people think that the idea of 
the selectmen might result in entirely 
depriving the many citizens who are 
dependent on the cars between  And- 
over and Lawrence, of these  trans- 
portation facilities. © Nothing could be 
amore remote possibility. The line 
between Andover and Lawrence would 
not languish a day for want of abund- 
ant mouey to operate it, if there wiis 
no such concern in existence as the LL, 
L. & IH. St. Railway. The route is a 
very valuable one to any road, and no 
one-knows this better than the com- 
pairy Which now controls it. 

The citizens of Andover have been 
long suffering and forbearing. They 
have ridden in cars that would at 
times shame a herd of cattle, and been 
rolled over rails that would put the 
famous “rocky road to Dublin” to a 
blush. They have been dictated to 
and controlled for many years by the 
officials of this road, and at last the 
worm has turned, 

The official representatives of the 
town have demanded of these “owriers 
of Main street” to prove their title, to 
show why their ownership should be 
continued, It is for them to prove a 
case for themselves, not for the town 
to prove one against them, but if oc- 
casion arises, no one should restrain his 
honest criticism of this semi-public ser- 
vant for fear gf losing altogether such 
service as it’ performs. 

The selectmen have at last taken 
action that should bring the Lawrence 
road to such terms as will either make 
of them a more satisfactory public ser- 
vant, or turn over the privileges they 
how enjoy, to someone else, — The citi- 
zens Who are so deeply interested may 
help this desirable result) by standing 
loyally by their officials at) Saturday's 
hearing. 


Holt School Hearing. 


The hearing on the Holt school 
developed the fact that the residents of 
that district, almost Without exception, 
approve the method of having their 
children brought to the graded schools 
of the centre, rather than a continu. 
ance of the small ungraded school of 
their district. 

This is undoubtedly a change in the 
sentiment of the district: from that 
which existed a year or more ago, but 
it is a change brought about by the 
very best argument that could be used 
—a trial of the other plan. The pa- 
rents there have had an opportunity 
to study the benefits to come to their 
children from the graded school, and 
their opinions have been easily changed 
by such study. = Some of the details of 
the transportation are not exactly to 
their liking, but the idea was almost 
unanimously approved, 

What the result of this experiment 
may be upon other district schools is 
not easily determined. That the 
march of educational progress. will in 
time bring about consoldation in And- 
over, as it has almost everywhere else, 
is sure, but there is almost no other 
district where the need is so great as 
it was in the Holt. 

The hearing last Monday evening 
was a most interesting meeting in that 
it showed not) only a great change 
from the commonly expected senti- 
ment, but that it showed a commend- 
able spirit of fairness on the part of 
those who had at one time believed 
differently,

School Committee Gave Hearing Mon-, 
day to Those Interestedin the 
Question of Reopening. 


Petitioners May Now Withdraw. 


Although there seemed, to be a great 
deal of feeling over the Holt district 
school question at the annual town 
meeting in March, little of 1t was shown 
at the well attended hearing—well at- 
tended from the fact that all the parents 
from the district, with two exceptions, 
were present—given by the school com- 
mittee to the residents of the district 
and all others interested, in the lower 
‘Town hall, last Monday evening. In all 
there were about thirty-five present, ten 
of whom were trom the district. 

As far as could be ‘ascertained by 
point blank questions asked of the resi- 
dents of the Holt district, and by the re- 
marks made during the evening, there 
was scarcely anyone from that section 
having children, who desired that the 
school should be opened, provided that 
the transportation of the children to 
the school and the care of them while 
there should be satisfactory. 

By that it was not meant that any 
fault could be found with Mrs, Brownell 
for the way in which she carried out her 
part of the contract, but it was felt that 
the committee had, perhaps, not quite 
realized the conditions and therefore 
made arrangements which might be im- 
proved upon. 

The hearing was-opened shortly before 
eight o’clock when the school committee 
entered the hall and took seats in the 
front facing the audience. The full 
committee was present, consisting of 
Chairman J. Newton Cole, John L, 
Brewster, John Alden, Thomas David, 
John N. Cole, William Shaw, Mrs 
Howell F. Wilson, Mrs. J. A. Morrill and 
Charles Il. Shearer. Superintendent 
Johnson of the public schools, was also 
present. 

The chairman, following out the sug- 
gestion of one of the committee, asked 
that in the first place the residents of 
the Holt district might come forward 
and occupy seats together in the front 
so that the committee might see who 
was ~ particularly interested in the 
matter. Complying with his request, 
ten ladies and gentlemen came down to 
the two front seats. 

G. A. Flint was asked if he had any- 
thing to say. 

Aftersome delay John N. Cole sug- 
gested that there was nothing to be 
afraid of; that the committee were not 
present in a spirit of antagonism; that 
no oratory was expected or desired but 
just a statement of the desires or causes 
of complaints of the residents of the dis- 
trict, and that the remainder of the aud- 
ience would not be critical. 

J. F. Morse was the first to have any- 
thing to say,’ aithough he had not in- 
tended to speak when he came. He 
mentioned the case of Mr. McIntosh 
who sat beside him, who had recently 
come to Andover from East Newton and 
who had two children that he wished to 
enter school this spring... He had been 
told that they could not enter until fall, 
however. Superintendent Johnson as- 
sured him that the children who had 
preyiously attended school somewhere 
could enter but that otherwise they 
would have to wait until fall. 

Jolbn N. Cole asked Mr. Morse if he 
had rather his children should go to the 
graded school or to the district school. 

Mr. Morse replied that he had “just 
as soon they would go to the graded 
school if they were conveyed properly.” 
The case was cited of rooms letting out 
at noon or early in the afternoon, and 
the children from the Holt district walk- 
ing home because they had no place to 
wait until the team went down in the 
afternoon after the other rooms were 
out, 

Superintendent Johnson explained 
that certain of the teachers had been 
given the privilege of closing early last 
Friday afternoon, when schools closed 
for the vacation, in order that they 
might catch a train to take them to 
their homes. In no other instance did 
he know of a case where the children 
from the district were not all released 
from school at the same time. When- 
ever there was a storm which necessi- 
tated the sounding of the ‘tno schocl” 
signal for the lower grades and not the 
higher, the older scholars from the Holt 
district were excused at the same time 
as the smaller ones in order that they 
all might go home together. 

Mrs. Brownell said that the boy who 
was released from one of the rooms ow- 
ing to the early closing last Friday 
walked home for preference altho’ she 
invited him to come to her house to 
havé his dinner and wait for.the others. 
She also answered the statement that 
the children were crowded going to and 
from school, and that five of them oc- 
cupied one seat at times, by saying that 
she did not think they were’ ever 
crowded except by their own preference 
and that it was seldom when more than 
three occupied a seat. Mrs. Brownell 
told of having procured a carryall, a 
double sleigh, robes, etc.,in order that 
the children might be carried com- 
fortably. She used to heat seven or 
eight bricks in‘cold weather to help to 
keep them warm. 

Mrs. Walter Gray said that she 
wouldn’t under any circumstances send 
her three children to the Holt district 
school. She would rather move out of 
town than do so. 

Mrs. Georgianna Dole made the state- 
ment that she was perfectly satistied 
with the present arrangements and had 
never felt so easy in her life about her 
child as she had since the child had been 
going to town to school. 

Mr. Morse was asked if he thought the 
closing of the Holt school had dim- 
inished the value of his farm, and he re- 
plied that he did not think it had. Mr. 
Morse said he would like to see the elec- 
tric cars running down Salem street and 
then he would rather that the school in 
the Holt district should be closed, and 
the children conveyed to the centre. 

Mr. Brown of the Holt district said 
that he had located near the Holt 
school simply because he wanted to be 
in the country and right close toa school 
which his little girl might attend. She 
was rather nervous in disposition and 
he wanted her to be where he could 
have an oversight of her. He came here 
for that reason and no other reason be- 
cause he was perfectly satisfied with 
the schools which she attended before he 
came to Andover. He sent his little 
girl up townone day. When she camé 
home she was very much worked up. 
She said there was no one to look after 
her, and he did not send her again. Mr.

Mrs. Howell F. Wilson said that she 
formerly taught a district school. From 
her experience in this and from her ob- 
servation on the school committee she 
found that the average child of between 
the ages of 9 and 14 in’ the graded 
schools was advanced much farther than 
those in the district schools. This de- 
pended in some measure on the child, as 
there were some unusually bright ones 
who wonld get ahead anywhere. 

The question of having the wagon 
which transports the children meet them 
at some regularly specified time so that 
they would not fiave to stand out in the 
cold or storm was brought up by Mr. 
Flint, and Mrs. Brownell told him that 
she made it a practice to start out of her 
house at exactly the same time every 
morning and when she got to the rendez- 
vous, if the children were not there she 
went around to call for them. 

Mr. Morse desired that the carriage 
should come down as far as his place 
and that the children at the other end 
of the district should be carried as well, 

J. Newton Cole voiced the satisfaction 
of the school committed in the way Mrs. 
Brownell had carried out her part of the 
agreement and said that if there was 
any cause of complaint it should rest 
upon the committee and not upon her. 
After asking if there were any other 
people present who wished to be heard, 
he announced the hearing as closed. 

The board went into executive session 
and decided that the petitioners might 
be given leave to withdraw.

FROM ALL QUARTERS 


The Lowell, Lawrence & Haverhill Road 
Is Condemned by Indignant 


Citizene. 
That Andover is not the only place 
which is dissatistied with the service 


rendered by the Lowell, Lawrence & 
Haverhill road was shown at recent 
hearings held in Methuen, especially at 
the one last Monday evening. The I. 
4. & H. road desires to lay double tracks 
on Broadway from Centre street to Oak- 
land avenue. By an agreement entered 
into between the L. L. & H. and the L. 
& M. road, the latter were to use the 
former’s tracks for a part of the dis- 
tance. 

Last Monday evening’s meeting was 
a lively one, the citizens stating plainly 
their objections to the proposed rights 
being granted on the ground that there 
should be no more privileges given to 
the L. L. & H. road until certain agree- 
ments between the road and the town 
were fulfilled and better service granted 
to the Methuen patrons. In that town 
as in Andover, the service is said to be 
very unsatisfactory. For some reason 
or other, the L. L. & H. road was not 
represented at this Jast hearing. 

Many of the representative citizens of 
the town got together previously and 
drew up resolutions which in substance 
requested the selectmen to grant no ad- 
ditional franchises until certain changes 
had been made. ‘The resolutions de- 
manded five cent fares from any point 
in. Methuen to any other point in Me- 
thuen; that all cars from Lawrence run 
to the end of the line; that better and 
more modern cars be provided; that a 
car be run to Methuen after the theatre 
train from Boston reaches Lawrence 
The resolutions also voiced the following 
grievances: Extremely poor car service ; 
impoliteness and lack of accommodation 
of some of the conductors and motor- 
men; non-stoppage at the town hall 
crossing; that the convenience of the 
patrons should be considered before the 
wishes and comfort of conductors and 
motormen; and that passengers be not 
asked to change cars two and sometimes 
three times in riding from Lawrence to 
Methuen. 

During the hearing the leading citi- 
zens spoke strongly in relation to the 
way in which the L. L. & H, road serves 
its patrons. The proposed use of the 
old rails from the Andover line, which 
are to be replaced, for extension of 
tracks in Methuen was opposed. It was 
thought that T-rails and block paving 
should be demanded. 

It was strongly emphasized that the 
citizens did not believe in granting the 
road additional franchises until the 
town was given asuitable guarantee that 
the road would remedy certain evils in 
the service, and perform the obligations 
of former franchises. One speaker 
ended up with the telling sentence, “we 
are yoing to have what we want,’ whieh 
was heartily applauded, showing that he 
expressed the sentimentof those present. 

It was moved that the selectmen pre- 
sent the resolutions adopted Saturday 
hight to the officials of the LL. L. & IL. 


and request: them to auswer in writing 
as to whether the grievances therein 


stated would be remedied, and to report 
their answer at a meeting to be held two 
Weeks from Monday night. A rising 
vote Was taken to express the sentiment 
of the meeting, and nearly all stood up.
